should cheer William F. Lamb Sr., who was 
the prime mover in the hill-to-hill project. 
Mr. Lamb worked hard and long to get 
Route 100 widened to eliminate some of the 
death curves in Chester county, then harder 
and longer for the bridge.

This bridge should be the bigges, boon to 


Pottstown. Vehicular traffic coming from 
the West (Reading) and wishing to travel to 
the South (West Chester) will not come into 
Pottstown proper at all. It will take a ramp 
before reaching the Colebrookdale bridge and 
will veer off to the South.

Persistence Conquers 


RUSSIA'S continual snubbing of American 


diplomatic moves must be a source of 


great frustration for US leaders and doubt- 
less there are times v.hen they feel there is 
no point in making further proposals. 


The latest Western note, which suggests 


German and Austrian peace talks whenever 
the Russians are ready to negotiate, indicates 
President Eisenhower and Secretary of State 
Dulles are tired of hearing "no"' and are go- 
ing to let things rest until the Kremlin makes 
up its mind. 


But we must not be so silent as to play 


into the Soviet's hand. The Reds have 
often let Western words die a natural 
death just so they can come up with their 
own "new" proposals when t h e time 
seemed ripe. 


The Russians play their international 


game from the viewpoint of prestige. They 
pose as the world's "Ieaders"—therefore 
major moves in East-West diplomacy must 
be their ideas; they must retain the initiative 
at all costs. Only long periods of western 
silence make this possible. 


By contrast, a vigorous, persistent diplo- 


matic- offensive on our part keeps Western 
policies alive in the eyes of other peoples, 
keeps the pressure on Moscow instead of 
Washington and London.* The Russians don't 
like to say "no" too often, because it's a de- 
fentive maneuver.

GOP Prompts President 


In Anti-Nixon Gestures

WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 20-Although 


the White House has been gratified by 
the favorable reception which Vice Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon has enjoyed on 
his current world tour, President Eisen- 
hower recognizes belatedly that he can- 
not promote the young man from Cali- 
fornia too fast and too far without in- 
curring enmities within the Republican 
party and Congress. 


In view of his youth and relative in- 


experience, GOP politicians were gen 
uinely amazed when 
Eiseak&wgf—d- 


manded Nixon as his running mate the 
past year. 


It was all the more surprising be- 


cause Sen. William F. Knowland of 
California would have had second 
place on the tfcket/if the late Sen. 
Robert A. Taft had been named in- 
stead of Eisenhower. 
The Warren- 


Knowland and Nixon factions have 
never been friendly in state or na- 
tional politics. 


But Ike recognized then, as Attor- 


ney-General Herbert Brownell does now, 
that Roosevelt-Truman tolerance of fel- 
low travelers at Washington would be a 
dominant issue in his struggle with 
Adlai E. Stevenson. The nomination of 
Nixon was a "natural." 


NIXON'S PERSISTENCE: 
It 
was 


NLxon's persistence in confronting Alger 
Hiss with Whittaker Chambers that led 
to the .former State department aide's 
indictment and conviction. It was Nixon 
who, in a 1950 Senate speech, had first 
leaked about Truman's 
clearance 
of 


Harry Dexter White after receipt of an 
FBI warning. 
Finally, Stevenson had 


given a court-requested deposition in 
favor of Hiss' character and official dis- 
charge of his duties. 


Since inauguration, Ike has continued 


to exalt the V.P. He has brought him 
into the Cabinet, and permitted him to 
preside at meetings when he, 
Eisen- 


hower, had to be absent. 


He has entrusted responsible and 


delicate Capitol Hill missions to the 
youngster. He capped these honors 
by sending Nixon around the world 
as his representative, and as the 
highest-ranking American ever to 
visit turbulent Southeast Asia, Aus- 
tralia and other remote areas. 


Although Vice President Nixon has 


accepted acclaim with unique modesty, 
his triumph by proxy has gone to the 
heads of many of his congressional and 
California colleagues. In welcoming the 
V.P. to Australia, Herbert V. Evatt, La- 
bor Party leader, 
placed 
the 
guest 


among "five great Americans" 
The 


others, were Roosevelt, Truman. Eisen- 
hower and MacArthur! 


In \iew of his naivete, Ike heard these 


anti-Nixon grumblings with amazement 
He had accepted the conventional view- 
point that the Vice President was his 
No 1 assistant, his understudj, his good 
right arm, and an integral member of 
the Executive branch of the Govern- 
ment.

AXTI-NIXON GESTURES: Although 


other factors admittedly helped to mo- 
tuate Ike's anti-Nixon gestures, the fact 
is that they have mollified the growing 
bitterness. 


He permitted Secretary 
Dulles to

ent American suoport of the Chiang Kai- 
shek regime. He refused to endorse the 
Nixon entry, Glenard P. Lipscomb. in 
the recent special Congressional election 
in the 24th California district.

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BljNDESEN, M.D. 


HALLUCINATIONS have long 
been 


thought by many to be the private prop- 
erty of the mentally disturbed. And, 
most commonly, this remains true. 


However, hallucinations can occur in 


mentally normal persons. 
These 
are 


frequently seen following 
severe 
mi- 


graine headaches. 


By definition, to see something that 


is not normally there, to imagine an ob- 
ject in a different shape or form than it 
actually exists, to hear something that 
does not exist, or to sense or perceive 
anything^ not objectively real is kno^ 
as *an hallucination. 


Not only may the person 
suffering 


from migraine complain about blurred 
vision, fleeting forms, and spots before 
his eyes, but he may imagine or actually 
see a distortion of body images. 


There may at time be distortions of 


certain parts of the body which bloom 
out and swell in unnatural ways. 


A good example occurs when fhe per- 


son will have the impression that his 
head, or someone else's head, is floating 
far abov,e his neck 
He may even feel 


compelled to hold it down, jo strong are 
these hallucinations. 


Preceding migraine 
attacks 
some 


persons may have the feeling that they 
have shrunk to less than half their size, 
while others feel about twice their nor- 
mal size. 


This disease is known as 
migraine 


hallucinations and is 
more 
common 


than is believed. Many persons will not 
admit to it because of the tendency to 
associate hallucinations with insanity. 


The diary of Lewis Carroll, author of 


"Alice in Wonderland," -report* that he 
was a sufferer from migraine headach<ffl| 


Since the imaginative sequence of 


Alice through the, looking glass is simi- 
lar to many of the type of hallucinations 
described above, I often wonder if many 
of the descriptions he wrote about might 
not have been pictured by him following 
a migraine attack.

Children know what it is to feel 
like strangers when they 
first 
enter school or change from one 
school to another. 
Many adult« 
have been strangers in foreign 
Countries and felt its loneliness 
Many have nostalgic feelings when 
moving even from one location to 
another 
in 
their own 
country. 
Should we not, then, understand 
and strive to alleviate the home­ 
sickness of those who flee to our 
country for 
refuge 
from 
their 
former homes? 
Part of the always delightful 
story of Ruth, the Moabite who 
lo\<'d her mother-in-law so much 
that she 
refused to leave her 
when both became widows, but 
accompanied her to Bethlehem, 
Naomi s home. 
To help to sup- 
port the two, Ruth desired to go 
into a field and glean after the 
reapers. Naomi gave her consent 
and she went to the field of Boaz, 
a rich relative of Naomi'» hus­ 
band, Abimelech. 
Seeing the stranger among the 
^naidens he knew who were aUo 


gleaning, Boaz asked her name, 
and being told who she was, he 
told her to stay close to the 
others, to rat with them, and that 
he had told his young men not 
to touch her, and he also told 
them 
to leave extra gleanings 
for her. 
Ruth said, “ thou hast comfort­ 
ed me, and for that thou hast 
spoken friendly unto thine hand­ 
maid, though I be not like unto 
one of thine handmaidens.'* 
Matthew tells us about J esus 
going about to all the cities and 
villages, teaching in the syna- 
g ag ues and preaching the gospel, 
also healing the sick and diseased. 
‘ But when He saw the multi­ 
tudes, He was moved with com­ 
passion on them, because they 
fainted, and were 
s c a t t e r e d 
abroad, as sheep having no shep­ 
herd." 
Also included in our lesson is 
the Olivet discourse, where J esus 
g ives a picture of the judgment 
of living nations on earth. The 
disapproval or commendation had 
to do with those who had or had 
not fed the hungry, visited the 
sick 
and those in prison, and 
clothed the naked. 
At the home of Simon Peter 
and 
Andrew, 
after 
J esus 
had 
cured Simon's wnfe’s mother of a 
fever, multitudes who heard of it 
brought their sick and those pos­ 
sessed with evil spirits to the 


house to have the Master cure 
them, “ And He healed many that 
w’ere sick of divers diseases, and 
cast out many devils."
